A representative of the bridge 
company was present at the meeting 
and he urged th at action be taken as 
soon as possible. 
He said th at the 
company intends to let the contract for 
the work on April 14 and is desirous 
that the entire right of way be gained 
prior to that time. 
If the work is 
held back any length of time at the 
present period of the year it will mean 
much to the company. 
It is argued 
that more work can be accomplished 
In two weeks of spring than in two 
months of winter. 
For some unknown reason the wine 
room ordinance was not discussed. 
It 
Is on its first reading and when the 
city auditor stated that it was ready 
for a second reading the president did 
not call for the reading. 
As a result 
it was tabled and will not be taken 
up until the next meeting. By the non­ 
action the councilmen saved

harrange. 
Mayor 
Weaver was present and he was pre­ 
pared to fire a 13-inch gun right into

Bellaire, I)., arid other towns, and 
the wife suid that wherever they have 
lived, her husband brutally 
abused 
her. 


She said he would come home drunk 
in the night and would often smash 
in the door without waiting for it to 
be unlocked, drag his wife out of bed 
and abuse her aud his child, frequent­ 
ly compelling her to take refuge with 
neighbors or call assistance. The hus­ 
band was said to have tried to pawn 
his wife’s < lot hee for drink, and was 
several times afflicted with delirium 
tremens. 
They separated twice, the 
last time about three years ago.

April 13.—Premier Maura 
was attacked and wounded by a would 
be assassin, armed with a dagger. 
.while leaving the palace of the coun­ 
sel general. 
Premier Maura is very unpopular 
in Catalonia owing to his firm attitude 
in suppressing labor disorders, and he 
bad been warned that it would 
be 
dangerous for him to accompany King 
Alfonso. 
The attack, from which he 
fortunately escaped with only a trifling 
wound, was made just after he, at the 
king's command, had distributed 3,000 
pesetas to the poor at the local coun­ 
cil building. 
Various conflicting reports of what 
happened spread rapidly. 
It appears 
that Premier Maura had Just entered 
his carriage when the attempt upon 
his life was made. 
He was able to 
alight without assistance and to re­ 
turn to the council building. The king 
aftt rward visited him there. 
Prem ier Maura having described the 
attack, King Alfonso 
informed him 
that he had witnessed the scene of 
disorder from his windows, but had 
not suspected that there was an at­ 
tem pt upon the prem ier’s life. 
The premier was able to converse 
by telephone with his wife at Madrid, 
after which, on his physician’s tm* J 
perative orders, he went to bed. 
Artao was examined and declared 
that. he had no accomplices, but had 
acted on his own initiative because of 
his hatred of Maura's policies. 
Ho 
said he had been studying sculpture 
at the studio of the famous sculptor 
Nad a1, whose brother wfas formerly 
mayor of Barcelona. 
A semi-official report of the attack 
on Prem ier Maura says the assailant 
held concealed a kitchen knife, with 
which he stabbed the premier, but 
the force of the blow was broken an i 
its direction diverted by the heavy 
lace on the minister's coat, resulting 
in only a slight scratch under th** 
sixth rib. 
A doctor attached to King 
Alfonso’s suite examined the premier 
and prescribed n few hours’ rest. Hts 
majesty sent a messenger to inquire 
•oncoming the attack and as to the 
prime minister’s condition. 
Joaquin Miguel Artao, the assailant. 
was employed as a domestic 
He Is 
an anarchist and when arrested a*- 
tempted suicide by dashing his head 
against tho wall. 
According to another account 
the 
premier coolly drew the knife from his 
clothing and threw if on a seat in his 
carriage, after which he entered the 
palace, walked up stairs and tele­ 
phoned 
to 
Minister of the Interior 
Guerra at Madrid, saying: 
“I have been stabbed.

Barcelona, April PL—Premier Mama 
was attacked aud wounded by a would 
he assassin, armed wiih a dagger 
.while leaving the palace of the coun­ 
sel general. 
P rim ier Maura Is very unpopular 
in Catalonia owing to his firm attitude 
in suppressing labor disorders, and he 
had been warned that, it would 
be 
dangerous for him to accompany King 
Alfonso. 
The attack, from which he 
fortunately escaped with only a trifling 
wound, was made just after he. at the 
king’s command, had distributed 3.000 
pesetas to the poor at the local coun­ 
cil building. 
Various conflicting reports of what 
happened spread rapidly. 
It appears 
that Prem ier Maura had Just entered 
his carriage when the attempt upon 
his life was made. 
He was able to 
alight without assistance and to re­ 
turn to the council building. The king 
afttrw ard visited him there. 
Prem ier Maura having described the 
attack. King 
Alfonso 
informed him 
that he had witnessed the scene of 
disorder from hts windows, but had 
not suspected that there was an at­ 
tempt upon the premier's life. 
The premier was able to converse 
by telephone with his wife at Madrid. 
after which, on his physician’s Im­ 
perative orders, lit* went to bed. 
Artao was examined and declared 
that he had no accomplices, but had 
acted on his own initiative because of 
his hatred of Maura’s policies. 
He 
said he had been studying sculpture 
at- the studio of the famous sculptor 
Nadal. whose brother was former’v 
mayor of Barcelona. 
A semi-official report of the attack 
on Prem ier Maura says the assailant 
held concealed a kitchen knife, with 
which he stabbed the premier, but. 
the force of the blow was broken a n i 
its direction diverted by the heavy 
lace on the m inister’s coat, resulting 
in only a slight scratch under the 
sixth rib. 
A doctor a tiached to King 
Alfonso’s suite examined the premier 
and prescribed a few hours’ rest. His 
majesty sent a messenger to inquire 
concerning the attack and as to the 
prime minister's condition. 
Joaquin Miguel Artao. the assailant, 
was employed as a domestic 
He Is 
an anarchist and when arrested a ‘- 
tempted suicide by dashing his head 
against the wall. 
According to another account 
the 
premier coolly drew' the knife from hla 
clothing and threw it on a seat in his 
carriage, afier which he entered the 
palace, walked up stairs and tele­ 
phoned 
to 
Minister of the Interior 
Guerra at Madrid, saying: 
“I have been stabbed.

The annual financial import of the 
city, submitted to council last even­ 
ing "by Mayor Weaver, was the first cif 
the kind ever prepared by a chief 
executive of East Liverpool, and ow­ 
ing to its completeness and compre 
henslveness, the members of council 
were much pleased and wisely had it 
turned over to tho finance committee 
for careful consideration. 
The advice given by the mayor will 
be well weighed. 
There was nothing 
radical in the budget, the financial 
status being based on the figures ai 
they actually are and the recommen­ 
dations bearing on subjects as they 
are viewed by the councilmen. 
The 
members will most certainly do their 
best lo conduct the affairs of tho 
municipality economically, even to a 
greater degree than in the past year; 
they will favorably consider the pub­ 
lic dumping ground recommendation: 
a uniform system of garbage removal 
and disposal and the supplying dif­ 
ferent sections of the city with sew­ 
ers. 


While the above are considered very 
im portant suggestions, one that will b'» 
of interest to the council in particular 
pertains to the office of city engineer. 
The mayor advised that the office be 
restored to the dignity of a depart­ 
ment. 
Long since the mayor discov­ 
ered that the engineering of the city 
has been sadly neglected owing to the 
fact that the engineer has been worth­ 
ing under the supervision of the board 
of public service. 
Every 
day 
for 
months people have tram ped to the 
city hall looking for the 
engineer. 
That official has been there most of the 
time, but he has been working by the 
dictates of the service board and could 
not perform duties as he was accus

It provided that 
all public officers and all adm inistra­ 
tors, guardians, etc., who were com­ 
pelled to give more than a $2,000 
bond should bo compelled to forfeit 
the time-honored right to ask friends 
to go their security and that bonds of 
security companies must be presented 
for approval.

D IV E R ’S H O R R IBLE DEATH. 


Held Prisoner 70 Feet Below Surface 


in W ater W orks Dam. 
New- York, April 13 
At the new 
reservoir which is being constructed 
by tho Jersey 
City 
authorities ai 
Boonton, N. J., a diver has been im­ 
prisoned in 70 feet, of waler slue© 2 
o’clock Monday. 
Repealed al temp13 
to rescue him were made by another 
diver, but all have been unsuccessful. 
Two more divers have gone from New 
York lo aid in saving the man. 
'The second diver reported that the 
man below was caught by one leg be­ 
tween the great wooden ball anil a 
flange of the pipe and all efforts to re­ 
lease him had been unavailing. 
The imprisoned man was alive at 
12 o’clock, but since that time no sig­ 
nal has been received from him at the 
surface. 
Four divers were trying to 
rescue him. 
Shortly before I o’clock 
the last diver at work was brought to 
the surface unconscious. 
When re­ 
vived he said he thought the man be­ 
low had been dead for some time. One 
of the rescuing divers is in a serious 
condition. 
He had been working al­ 
most unceasingly from 5 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon and had had nothing 
to eat during that time. 
Hoar, the unfortunate diver, was 
sent from New York to close an intake 
pipe in the lake. 
To close the pin©, 
the gate of which was not working 
properly, a ball of wood and lead nine 
feet in diameter had been lowered in 
front of the opening. 
Still the water 
continued to flow through the pipe in 
almost as great volume as before. 
Hoar went down to place the ball lr. 
proper position and his left leg became 
caught between the pipe and the ball, 
owing to the great suction.

ued until last night. 
Engineers are now at work on the 
problem of stopping tbe suction at the 
mouth of tho pipe so that the ball may 
be rolled away.

The Espiegle 
was the last foreign warship at New 
chwang, the United States gunboat 
Helena having left here somo IO days 
ago. 
The streets of Newchwang are no 
longer lighted at night and the move­ 
ment of boats on the river at night is 
prohibited. 
Heavy Rainstorms In Manchuria. 
Vladivostok. April 13.—Vladivostok 
and the surrounding country have 
been swept by a heavy storm which 
crippled the telegraph lines and de­ 
stroyed buildings.

They remained their 12 hours, when 
they were betrayed by Koreans and 
found themselves obliged to swim the 
river, their boat having struck on a 
sand bauk.

St. Petersburg, April 13—General 
Kuropatkiii, in a dispatch to til'* em 
peror, nays that General Krasnallnakl 
on the night of April 8, ordered a de 
tachment of sharpshooters to cross to 
the left bank of the Vain opposite 
Wijti. 
The sharpshooters landed on 
the Island of Samallnd and surprised 
a patrol of 60 Japanese grouts Just ai? 
the latter were approaching the east 
aide of the island In three boats. 
The Russians allowed the Japanese 
to land and then fir? d on them. Near 
ly all the Japanese were shot, bayonet 
«d or drowned and their boats sunk 
The Russians sustained no losses. 
Non-commissioned 
officer* I .ouch 
kine and Souhaschonov distinguished 
themselves in the fight. 
On the fo! 
lowing day the Japanese lowered their 
flag at Wlju and their outposts, which 
lately have been seen, fell back. 
On the night of April 9 four Rur- 
slans crossed the Yalu to Yongamph.i 
They remained their 12 hours, when 
they were betrayed by Koreans and 
found themselves obliged to swim th 
river, their buat having struck on a 
■and bank. 
One soldier lost Ills life.

The Japanese pursued the Russians In 
a boat but were in turn attacked by u, 
Russian boat which had come to the 
rescue of the swimmers.

Naval Battle Being Fought. 
Chefoo, April 13.—The captain r 
the steamer l^ockshan, which arrived 
to-day from Newchwang, reports that 
he heard heavy firing between 6 aud I 
o’clock this (Wednesday) morning, in 
the direction of Port Arthur. 
The 
firing was continuous, but no ships 
were visible. 
From the direction of 
the sound he judged that I here was 
fighting at the entrance to Port Ar­ 
thur. The Lockshan was the last for­ 
eign merchant vessel to leave New- 
ehwaug, sailing at the same time as 
the British gunboat Espiegle. 
A correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Tang Chow, 40 miles north­ 
west of here, telegraphs as follows: 
“Sounds of very heavy firing were 
heard at U:30 this (Wednesday) morn­ 
ing. 
The firing evidently was being 
done between here and Port Arthur. 
It Is believed at Teng Chow that I he 
long-expected sea fight among the Mi* 
aotao Islands has taken place. 
“The Japanese battleship Asahii fly­ 
ing an admiral’s flag, was seen off Cho- 
foo yesterday going to the west, and 
there is no doubt that the remainder 
of the Japanese fleet was in the vicin­ 
ity of Port Arthur. The Russian fleet 
also was seen outside Port Arthur yes­ 
terday.” 


Fighting Reported Along Yalu. 
Tok lo, April 13.—It is believed hero 
that fighting has commenced on the 
Yalu river. It is known that the Rus­ 
sians occupy the right bank of tho 
river In force. 
No direct information 
from the Yalu district has been re­ 
ceived. but the position of the Rus­ 
sians is known and while it is doubted 
that they will be able to prevent the 
Japanese from crossing the river, it 
Is regarded as certain that they will 
offer some opposition. 
It is not be­ 
lieved, however, that there will be a 
serious engagement during the Japa­ 
nese attempts to cross the Yalu. The 
foreign military observers attached to 
th® first Japanese army have been 
directed to hold themselves in readi­ 
n ess^ ) move and it is expected that 
they will leave for the front In a few 
d a y s, 
Seoul, Korea, April 13.—The Japa­ 
nese authorities here say there have 
been frequent skirmishes between S»k 
Ju and Wlju. 
The main body of the 
first Japanese army Is in the neighbor­ 
hood of Wiju. 
The Japanese minister to Korea, M. 
Ilayashi, has requested the Korean 
government to facilitate the plans of 
Af General Haraguchi, the commander 
of the Japanese forces at Seoul, for 
th® thorough sanitation of Seoul and 
th® other large towns of Korea, sa 
M not to expose the Japanese troops 


b the ravages of cholera and other 
diseases. 
Newchwang. April 13.—Prior to the 
departure of the British gunboat Es- 
plegle, stationed h e r e during the win 
ter. M. Grosse, civil adm inistrator of 
Newchwang. visited the warship oft! 
dally. 
The civil adm inistrator an i 
Russian 
local authorities afterward 
waited on the esplanade along tho 
water front while the gunboat steamed 
by on her way down the river. 
Th a 
official ceremony was In recognition 
of the cordial relations which have 
existed between officers of the Esp!® 
gle and the Russian authorities during 
the stay of the British gunboat af 
Newchwang. 
The departure of the Espiegle re­ 
moves a cause of e m b a r r a s s m e n t to 
the Russian authorities and enable* 
them to put Into execution a s y s te m 
of martial law consistent with the de­ 
mands of the situation. The K sp le g le 
was the last foreign warship at New­ 
chwang. the United 
S ta te s 
g u n b o a t 
Helena having left h e r o some IO days 
ago. 
The streets of Newchwang are no 
longer lighted nf night and the move­ 
ment of boats on tho river at night is 
prohibited. 
Heavy Rainstorm® in Manchuria. 
Vladivostok, April 1 3.—Vladivostok 
and 
tho surrounding country have 
been swept by a heavy storm which 
crippled the telegraph lines and de­ 
stroyed buildings. The telegraph lines 
have been repaired. 
Faster was gayly celebrated here. 
Instead of eggs the citizens exchanged 
pieces of sheila fired during the bom­ 
bardment. 
The commandant has ordered mili­ 
tary music every evening. There ara 
dally performances at the theater. 
london, April 13.—The Times’ New­ 
chwang correspondent, cabling under 
date of April ll, says: 
‘Last night a pilot’s flare was mis­ 
taken for the light® of a Japanese 
fleet and the Russians fired and sank 
the Junk with 35 hands, besides kill­ 
ing three persons and wounding seven 
In another Junk. The native popula­ 
tion is panic-stricken and leaving the 
town.”

Knox Springs Surprise on Litigants 


In Northern Securities Case — Su­

Ft. Paul, April 13 —A great legal 
battle between corporation lawyirs 
whose names are familiar from one 
side of the United States to the other 
and who represent two of the wealth­ 
iest corporations In the United States, 
is being waged in the United States 
district court here before Judges San­ 
born, Vandevanter, Hook and Thayer. 
This action Is based on a motion pre­ 
sented to the court by E. II. Harri­ 
man et a1, "for leave to file an Inter­ 
vening petition for the purpose of 
showing why the Northern Securities 
company’s officials sh mid not carry 
out a plan of distribution of the assets 
of the Northern Securities company in 
a manner alleged to be inimical to th3 
interests of Harriman and Pierce.

IToupt, who presented an objection to 
the intervention under the direction 
of United States Attorney General 
Knox. 
This intervention was something of 
a surprise to the petitioners, who 
were not aware of It until after Mr. 
Evarts had opened the case for the

Sanborn had 
asked him if he was aware that tho 
United States government objected to 
the intervening petition. 
The com*t 
then directed Mr. Houpt to read the 
objection of Mr. Knox, which in part is 
as follows: 
“The United States neither admits 
nor denies the allegations of the peti­ 
tion, but objects to the proposed in­ 
tervention. 
Case Held to be Closed. 
“Upon appeal by the defendants to 
the supreme court of the United States 
the decree of this court was affirmed 
in every particular, tho effect of which 
was to end and close the case. 
“The United States stands on the 
decree as affirmed, and submits that 
the court is only concerned to see that 
It is faithfully observed by the defend­ 
ant according to Its term s.” 
Mr. Evarts contended that the se­ 
curities company in its final distribu­ 
tion of the assets Intended to take a 
course which would continue the com­ 
mon control of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern railroads to the 
detriment of the plaintiff and in con­ 
tinued violation of the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. 
Mr. Root contended that there was 
no warrant in the general rules of 
practice, In the decrees of the courts 
nor in the statutes for this Interven­ 
tion. Ho said the decree of this court 
was limited to the simple command 
‘Thou shalt not,” and nothing was ex­ 
pected but absolute abedience.
